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Senate Elections Next Week 


(Editor’s note: The three 
candidates for the Student Senate 
Presidency, Al Nickerson, Mary 
O’Neill and Don Beach, recently 
spoke with FULCRUM 
Contributing Editor, Jim 
Johnston, and offered their 
opinions on key campus issues 
and discussed their plans for the 
1973-74 Student Senate. What 
appears below is a summary of 
their plans and viewpoints. It is 
hoped that BCC students will be 
able to use this as a guide for 
their selection of the candidates 
for whom they will vote on April 
26 and 27.) 


AL NICKERSON 

Biographical data: Age 23, BT74 
Current Senate Post: CAMS 
Representative 

Basic platform: 


1. Plans to work for a “‘better 
form of governance’ at BCC 
which would be comprised of 
faculty, students, and 
administration. This would 
enable students to directly 
influence the policies of the 
campus. 

2. College credits should be 
given to students who are active 
in campus clubs. ‘Students 
sometimes learn more in clubs 
than in the classroom.” 

3. Expand facilities of Student 
Development Center. 

4. More flexibility in all 
curriculums regarding 
scheduling, course selection and 
teacher selection. Viewpoint on 
recent tuition rise: 

He would like to see the policy 
of free tuition enacted here. This 
exists in some states already. 
Compensation of Senate 
Officers: 

He believes that, if passed, it 
would help the married or 


underprivileged officer. He 
doesn’t believe in ‘‘voting 
yourself a raise.”’ That is why he 
moved that the issue be settled by 
the student body in a 
referendum. If the students 
approve the resolution, he will 
“most likely’’ accept the money. 
He likes the possibility that the 
Alumni Association might be 
responsible for the payments. 


Opinion on newly revised A.B.C.: 


He believes that the change, at 
first view, is good, but that he will 
wait and see what students run 
for the post. He doesn’t like the 
fact that students don’t have a 
majority on the board (Students 
now have five seats out of a 
possible eleven). He is overall 
optimistic about the change. 
His view of Senate faults: 


1. Too many personality 
conflicts this year. 

2. Too much apathy. Not 
enough input from students. 

3. Too much problem citing 
without offering solutions. _ 


‘His view of Senate good points: 


1. Good leadership. 
2. Many issues dealt with. 
Additional comments: 


He believes that the most 
efficient way students -can 
achieve the reforms for which 
they are striving is through the 
collegiate assembly form of 
government. “Once this 
assembly begins functioning, 
everything else can fall into 
place.” He cites this type of 
assembly’s success at other New 
York State Community Colleges 
as corroboration. He believes 
that this would increase student 
input on BCC policies. 

Even if the new assembly 
doesn’t become a reality, he still 
wants student input in problem 
solving. ‘‘If you’re not part of the 


solution, then you’re part of the 
problem,”

Reactions To Campus Changes

Less than three months ago, a 
new president came to Broome 
Community College. In 
Fulcrum’s initial interview with 
Dr. Sigmund Smith, he indicated 
that he was a man of action and 
was quoted as saying, “But I 
assure you there is going to be 
change. There is going tobe more 
flexibility.”’ 


The last issue of Fulcrum 
contained some of President 
Smith’s changes. This article is a 
summary of the reaction to these 
changes. 

Generally speaking, President 
Smith has been very warmly 
received, It is felt that the 
administrative machinery at 
BCC has been stagnating for too 
long and that many changes are 


— 


long overdue. 

President Smith has impressed 
people as being a man of 
tremendous drive and it is felt 
that he will be an asset to not only 


the college, but to the community 


as well. Optimism has been 
expressed that he will be able to 
bridge the gap existing between 
the career-oriented people the 
college is producing and a 
community that has not been too 
responsive in accepting these 
people into the job market. 


The proposed administrative ' 


reorganization is favorable with 
the people interviewed, except 
for a few minor dissentions. 
Some people feel that only the 


department chairmen that need 


replacing should be asked to 
resign. : 

One rather outspoken faculty 
member disagrees with the 


method of selecting department 
chairmen. He stated that 
someone who is getting paid to 
make decisions, should be 
making decisions, and should not 
be asking for a popular vote on 
the subject. He also questions 
whether there is to be a true 
reorganization, or merely a 
reshuffling, since the number of 
top administrators (seven) will 
remain the same. 


Members of the MathPhysics 
department are rather dismayed 
at the up-coming division of their 
department. 

One -area that is particularly 
favorable is the change to the 
semester system. It is felt that 
this change is in the best interest 
of the students, and will put 
transfer students ina better 
position. 

The reorganization of the 


Athletic Board of Control seems 


- very agreeable. It is felt that it 


was about time that the dynasty 
that has existed in this area for so 
long be broken up. . 


The raising of the tuition, 
however, met with disagree- 
ment. One faculty member 
stated that the money made in 
‘night school could offset any 
deficit incurred_in day school. 


One faculty member expressed 
support in the upgrading of the 
teacher qualifications. Under the 


new system, an instructor will be - 


required to obtain a Masters 
Degree to continue teaching 
here. The old system had 
qualifications that were lower 
than at some high schools. _ 
The general. consensus among 


the students interviewed is that. 


President Smith seems quite 
' {

concerned about their welfare. 
The area that met with the 
most disagreement was 
President Smith’s statement that 
there would be a black and a 
woman in a high administrative 
position. Some people aren’t sure 
he made such a statement. The 
comments of the ones that are, 
range from saying that the 
statement was just plain stupid, 
to something to the effect that it 
is like discrimination in reverse. 
These people feel that a person 
should be selected on merit 
alone, regardless of race or sex. 
Some people feel that it is 
really too early to make any 
evaluations. But if President 
Smith lives up to _ his 
expectations, and has the support 
of the faculty, staff, County 
Executive, and the Board of 
Trustees, BCC should be a little 
better place in the future. 
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Speed Bumps 


The administration has recently come up with a 
brainstorm involving the installation of speed bumps 
all around the roads of this campus. The reason for 
installing these bumps would be to keep the speeding 


around campus down to a minimum. - 


For two years at this institution, there really has 
not been an unusually large amount of fast driving 
around campus, except for a few isolated cases after 


mixers or non-students on campus. 


With the installation of these bumps, which will not 
be just one little bump here and there, but series of 
bumps spread several hundred yards apart, students 
at the school will face problems such as realignment 


of steering and possible tire damage. 


As a note of interest, several administrators and the 
Pinkerton policeman have stated that they are 
against these speed bumps. But, the people who do 
want them are determined to have them installed. 

We feel that the installation of these speed bumps is 
a waste of the taxpayer’s money and will only cause 
students to really get pissed off at the administration. 

Before these bumps are ever installed, we suggest 
that road signs be put up first so we know what the 
speed limit is. Too many students have gone here 
without this knowledge because someone cannot

2.17 weeks, or 15.2 days. 


The signing of such a contract would definitely put a 
damper on all other organizations in this County 
holding concerts, since there would be so many 
concerts, we would eventually tire of going to them. 
Such would be the case with our Fall, Winter and 


Spring concerts. 


One argument we have heard is that we would not 
waste any more money by holding concerts. True, but 
it would seem that all the money is going to be made 
by one bigtime promoter and the County. We’re being 


screwed. 


Of course, this deal goes hand in hand with the raw 
deal that County gave the local Rotary club. If one 
organization has been holding a circus every year for 
some time, why not schedule another circus in The 
Arena for the same weekend?

Ron Boyd, BT ’73: ‘‘I think his 
idea of getting rid of some of the 
deadwood around here is good. 
However, I think his idea of 
having a woman and a black ina 
top position is kind of dumb, 
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because he’s just putting a 
woman in for Women’s Lib, anda 
black in for his token black.” 


Moira Pomije, LA ’74: 
“Generally I think the policy is 
good, because I think the 
members of the department 
would be most qualified to pick 
the chairman of the department. 
Seems only reasonable, I don’t 
know why it wasn’t done a long 
time ago.” 


Steve Hall, LA 74; “‘I think it’s 
been a long time coming.”’ 


Joyce Warner, SC ’73: “I think 
he’s going to be very good for the 
college. He’s done something that 
Cecil Tyrell should have done 
long ago.” 
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Bill Merwarth, PE ’74: “I 
think calling for the resignations 
of the department heads will be 
O.K. as long as the new heads are 
chosen by their peers, and the 
position of department head isn’t 
made just a superficial title.” 


Nadine Wychick, LT ’74: “I’m 
for the resignations of the 
department heads, and for the 
changes he is trying to make for 
the betterment of the students. 
And I really admire the way he is 
looking into the necessity of some 
courses. BUT, I would like to 
know what his plans are for the 
students who are required to go 
to the hospital in the summer as a 
course requirement as far as his 
thrid term plans to go.” 
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Two weeks ago, a committee named 
the ‘Ad Hoc Committee for Student 


“Involvement”? was formed. Since the 


formation of this committee, Student 
Senate has officially recognized the 
committee as ‘The Student Senate 
Committee for Faculty Evaluation.” 
The committee has a goal: To write 
evaluations for every faculty member 
on this campus and make them 
available to all students. This single 
accomplishment of forming a 
committee for worthwhile activity 
should be applauded, since we have 
seen a lack of such activity for the most 
part of this academic year. Some 
people call this lack of activity 
‘‘apathy.”’ 

I do not like to use the word 
“apathy” in describing the problems 
facing our campus. ‘‘Lack of 
involvement’”’ is a better and clearer 
term. Unfortunately, this editorial has 
to be written because there is too much 
lack of involvement on behalf of the 
majority of students on this campus. 


of this editorial is one that has been 
with us for quite a long time. The 
FULCRUM, voice of the students at 
Broome Community College, is near 
death. For the first nine issues this 
year, seniors made up the staff to a 
great extent. Freshman response from 
the beginning of the academic year has 
been minimal, and now the entire 
student body. could feel the results of 
this poor turnout. 

It is going to be difficult for the paper 
to survive with a handful of people 
working for the cause. When the total 
number of freshmen on the staff will 
not even fill up the editorial board, 
something is wrong. The paper will 
die. 


One note of interest is that the 
FULCRUM has complete freedom in 
what it publishes. There is no influence 
on the paper from the administration 
of the school or from Student Senate, 
our funding organization. We have not 
been censored once this year. If the 
paper dies, its death will be a form of

censorship ... by the entire student 
body. j 

I am not preaching that all students 
should hurry up and join the staff of 
this paper, nor do I want to cry on 
everybody’s shoulder, especially the 
shoulder of the student body. I am just 
stating the facts the way they are right 
now and what will happen. 


When a student voice is silenced, 
what methods of feedback are 
available for students to communicate 
with the administration, Student 
Senate, and fellow’ students? 
Unfortunately, the methods left are 
limited and cannot be utilized to their 
fullest on a campus with an enrollment 
of 2318 students. 


I sincerely hope that the FULCRUM 
does not die. If it does, we can no longer 
blame a lack of involvement for what 
happens on campus. We can then 
blame Apathy.

Several years ago, when the 
Mamas and the Papas were 
charted in the top ten, folk-rock 
groups abounded throughout 
Ontario.

Term Papers Big Business 


(CPS) Term paper 
companies that sell to college 
students have grown so large, 
according to the April issue of 
Esquire, that they have become 
multi-million dollar concerns. 

Term paper files are now 
handled by firms that do 
nationwide business and in some 
instances have 800 numbers so 
that patrons across the country 
can call in their orders toll free. 

One company, according to the 
Esquire article, maintained a file 
of over ten thousand papers and 
issued a catalogue of its wares. 
Term papers written to order 
went for $3.85 a page, while

Consumer Frauds and Protection 
who handled the _state’s 
prosecution of a term paper 
company, ‘‘The sad part of this 
whole business is that if we close 
down enough of these companies 


and get them to go out of ~ 


business, or even underground, 
all we’ll succeed in doing is 
reducing the problem to an 
acceptable level.’ 

One-student said that cheating 
“doesn’t bother me as much as 
flunking the course would. Once 
you start using those things, 
you’re more or less hooked. You 
can’t take Cs and Ds, when you 
know you could buy As and Bs.” 
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QUESTION: Life is a perpetual erection for 
me, at least it seems this way. While this might 
not seem like a problem, it is giving me a hassle 
right now. Even after several orgasms I still 
maintain an erection, sometimes for more than 
an hour afterwards. Even though I am more 
than satisfied the erection is maintained, 
making my girl feel inadequate about fulfilling 
my needs. 

I’m afraid to try any medical antidotes 
available to prevent erections for fear of making 
her feel even more inadequate. I’ve tried 
showers, preoccupying my mind afterwards, 
even concentrating on chess games. All of these 
have failed and I’m at a loss as to what to do. If 
you can’t think of anything to do, please try to 
explain that it isn’t inadequacy on my girl’s 
behalf. 

ANSWER: The problem you raise is almost 
worthy of an entire column. I usually hear of 
men’s fantasies of super erections and unlimited 
performance, which they often tie to 
enhancement of their desirability in the eyes of 
women. But, your letter highlights a different 
reality. It sounds as if your girlfriend would 
gladly exchange marathon performance for a 
sense of completion. I think some explanation 
might permit you both to enjoy your fortuitous 
physiologic attribute for the few years it may 
last. 

Erections occur when physical or psychic 
stimulation produces changes in the blood flow 
through the penis so that more blood goes in than 
comes out. The internal structure of the penis 
makes it like a number of other inflatable 
devices which become stiff when pumped up. 
Erections occur in non sex related situations 
also. All men have -them at times during 
dreaming sleep and-younger men are apt to get 
erections with anxiety and certain types of 
physical activity...involving strenuous 
contraction of muscles. In the sex related 
situation, the erection dissipates gradually when 
sexual stimulation stops or, fairly rapidly 
following sexual climax. However, this is not 


always the case, as you so poignantly indicate. 


Younger men in particular may be able to 
sustain an erection following climax. Repeated 
orgasms, especially without loss of an erection in 
between, is a capacity possessed primarily by 
men in their late teens and early twenties. They 
may range from the usual one to as many as six 
or eight ejaculations. The first one is usually the 
best and they become progressively more work 
and less fun for everyone involved. The woman’s 
capacity for repeated or prolonged sexual 
contact increases as she gets older, often being 
rather low in late adolescence and early 
adulthood with many women becoming capable 
of multiple orgasms later in life. This divergence 
is a developmental irony since, as you and your 
partner age, she will begin to appreciate your 
abilities more as your performance begins to 
wane. , 

Under no circumstances should you try any 
antidotes to prevent erections. The persistence 
of your erection is no reflection of inadequacy in

your partner. 

Certainly prolonged erection should be helpful 
to your partner if she has any need for prolonged 
sexual contact in order to ahcieve orgasm 
herself. Sex for humans should be different than 
it is for lower animals, who couple and uncouple 
as rapidly as possible. I am an advocate of the 
relaxed approach, so you might use that hour 
afterwards to do something unique — talk to 
each other.

QUESTION: While walking along a trail in a 
park, I was attacked and raped. Fortunately, 
before too much happened, some people came up 
the trail and my unknown assailant fled. His 
penis did not penetrate very far and due toa lack 
of time, no semen was released. 

A few days after this happened, a white 
vaginal discharge appeared and there seemed to 
be some irritation inside. There is a slight 
possibility that a small amount of dirt could have 
entered the vagina. Could this discharge be the 
result of gonorrhea or a related disease? Or is it 
just an infection from possible presence of dirt? I 
have told no one of this incident, and I am under 
a great deal of stress to find the answers to my 
questions. This incident happened a few months 
ago, and the discharge has been with me since 
that time. 


ANSWER: Following sexual assault by an 
unknown man, a woman should always visit a 
physician as soon as possible. Appropriate 
treatment should pay attention to the 
psychological state of the victim and in addition 
should include a careful examination for 
infection and other damage. Venereal disease 
definitely can be transmitted in the type of 
situation you describe. If ejaculation did occur, 
and if there is any chance of pregnancy 
resulting, the use of appropriate hormones to 
prevent such pregnancy is also indicated. The 
likelihood of dirt entering the vagina and causing 
an infection is small. However, some irritation 
could have resulted and this could produce a 
vaginal discharge. At this time you still should 
see a physician for an examination. 

Although the legal investigation of rape may 
have a number of primitive and harsh aspects to 
it, 1 urge women to report such incidents to the 
police immediately. While some unenlightened 
police and courts may make the victim feel as if 
she is the accused, many agencies are making a 
strenuous attempt to deal kindly and discretely 
with the victim. In any case, the victim of sucha 
crime owes it to all of us to help apprehend the 
rapist.

QUESTION: I’m a 19 year old man. I have no 
problem with acne except two or three days 
after a sexual encounter when my face and 
especially my back, breaks out. Can you explain 
this? 

ANSWER: No.

QUESTION: I seem to have a lack of nipples 
unless my breasts are carressed for a long 
period of time and then they still do not remain 
for long. Other girls have no problems along this 
line. Is something wrong with me? 

ANSWER: Nothing is wrong. The degree of 
protrusion of nipples varies considerably among 
women. Many women are just as you describe 
yourself, still others have nipples which tend to 
be slightly inverted. Nipples have a small 
amount of erectile tissue in them so that when 
stimulated by touch they pop out somewhat. This 
reaction occurs in men as well as women. In the 
case of women, this is very convenient for 
breastfeeding, as you might imagine. Nipples 
also tend to respond to sexual stimulation 
involving other parts of the body and to sexual 
fantasies. I’ve noticed a higher priority on pointy 
nipples recently, as they have obvious 
advertising value if one goes braless.

QUESTION: For the last month I have 
noticed that when I touch my right nipple there is 
a sharp pain. Nothing is felt when the same thing 
is done to the left side. Is there anything wrong: 
(This letter was written by a man). 

ANSWER: The area around the nipples are 
quite sensitive to touch and occasionally are 
painful just as you describe.

QUESTION: When I obtain an erection, my 
penis is 5% inches in length, which is just fine 
with me. However, when my penis hangs limp it 


can vary from one inch to four inches in length. — 


Is this normal, or would you advise seeing a 
doctor? i purposely stay out of any situation 
which might involve a shower with other men 
because I am embarrassed. 

ANSWER: You describe a perfectly normal 
situation. The size of the unerect penis is not 
very related to the size of the erect penis. The 
small ones get much bigger while the big ones 
increase only slightly. Any man who has been 
watching his penis will observe that it can vary 
tremendously in size depending upon body 
temperature and degree of activity, among other 
things. Throw away your tape measure and live 
a little. <

QUESTION: I have been using a commerc‘al 


hair remover. The label states that it contains . 


calcium thioglycolate. What is that? My face is 
red and inflamed for about 24 houus after use. If 
it destroys hair, what is it doing to my skin? 

ANSWER: Hair removers contain various 
chemicals which break down keratin, the stuff 
that hair is made of. Those designed for use on 
legs are far harsher than the ones that are 
designed for use on your face. Make sure you are 
using the right one. In any case, if it is causing 
the reaction you described, it is too harsh for 
your skin and should not be used.
